NO MERCY CAN 
BE SHOWN HIM 


Convicted Wholly on Circumstantial 
Evidence and Will Probably 
Be Hung. 


MEIMPHIS, Tenn., March 5.—Not a shred 
of direct evidence was presented in the tri- 
al of William Lightfoot for murder, yet he 
was convicted and may be hanged. While 
the case was purely circumstantial fhe 
jury could not avoid the conclusion of guilt, 
though {ft saved iteelf against the possi- 
bility of mistake by recommending Light- 
foot to the mercy of the court. But as the 
laws of the state prescribe in language that 
cannot be mistaken that a man convicted 
of murder in the first degree must hang, 


Judge Moss may have to pass the death 
sentence upon Lightfoot 


If the verdict of the jury had found that 
there were mitigating circumstances in the 
casé and so stated in their verdict, this law 
would not have been effective.

TUSKEGEE, Ala., March 6.—The work of 
the Tuskegee Institute for the education of 
negroes was recently visited by a delega- 
tion of 50 school superintendents attending 
the meeting of the National Education As- 
sociation in Atlanta. They were astonished

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 5.—Senator 
‘Charles Dick of Ohio, who will be sworn 
in Monday to succeed the late Senator 
Hanna, will find awaiting him an oppor- 
tunity for a fight with Senator Foraker, 
who has demanded the scalp of J. J. Sul- 
livan, postmaster at St. Mary’s, O., who 
was a staunch friend and supporter of Sen- 
ator Hanna. Mr. Sullivan is chairman of 
the congressional committee of he Fourth 
district, comprising the counties of Allen, 
Auglaiza, Darke, Mercer and Shelby. It 
is a Democratic district, but Sénator For- 
aker’s friends have generally controlled 
the Republican votes there at conventions 
where the representation was one delegate 
for every 100 of Republican voters. 

In his call for a district convention Mr. 
Sullivan has made the representation one 
delegate for each precinct. Senator For- 
aker formerly had control of the district 
through his ability to control Allen and 
Darke, the two largest counties in the dis- 
trict. These gave the necessary Republic- 
an votes to give him the following of a 
majority of the delegates. 

Senator Hanna had the three smaller 
counties, but with a delegate for each 
precinct the three smal] counties will have 
enough delegates to control. When 8Sulli- 
van made his call Senator Foraker wired 
him and asked why he had changed the 
basis of representatior« 

“Orders from a higher authority than 
yours,"’ wired back Sullivan. Sullivan re- 
ceived visits from Senator Foraker’s lead- 
ers, but refused to make any change in 
the basis of representation.

Corrupt assemblies vote franchises which au- 
thorize adventurers to appropriate the public 
wealth and put it in thejr own pocket. By the 
amount so granted is the tax bi increased. If 
the franchise had been granted with the proviso 
that the part of their value belonging to the city 
should go to the city. millions would have been 
saved, St. Louis would now be the best construct- 


ed city in the eountry and taxes would have been, 
perhaps, nominal. For this loss the business men 
who haven’t time to attend to publie business are 
responsible. 

The business man in the picture is a sensible- 
looking fellow. When he employes a clerk in his 
private business he takes care to get a man hon- 
est, capable and trustworthy. But he is content 
to see his great public interests managed by men 
many of whom he would not allow within sight of 
his safe, and he never seems to be aware that nev. 
ertheless the clerks who attend to his publie busi- 
ress not only do get within sight of his safe, but 
put their hands into it and extract his money. 
He is the victim of a thief’s cunning just as he 
would be if a safe-blower should ‘‘erack’’ his safe 
or a dishonest cashier should embezzle his funds. 

This neglect of an essential interest is a curious 
contradiction. The man is not lacking in common 
sense. But he suffers a fatal optimism to hypno- 

tize him into his apathy as to his public interests. 

The citizen’s two interest are inextricably inter- 
woven. It is impossible to separate one from the 
other and it is folly for a man with propertx or 
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business to protect, to hope that the publie side of 


it will be properly cared for if he does not care 
for it himself. 

A man who would adequately protect his safe 
from the political safe-blower as well as from un- 
official thieves must watch the course of public 
business with as much intelligent care as that he 
bestows upon his purely private affairs. 

He should not be a dendhead when his block is 
organized, nor when his preeinct is marshalled 
for election day, nor when the ward puts up a 
man for the House of Delegstes. Unless he wants 
to invite a visit from the safe-blowers he should 
make his influence felt in hs bleck by taking part 
in the deliberations of his neighbors on political 
matters. There is not the slightest doubt that if 
every honest taxpayer in St. Lonis would do this 
the city would be redeemed from the thugs of pol. 
ities. Let them run with the machine from the 
moment it starts. Block elubs, precnet clubs, 
ward clubs, all containing the honest, disinterested 
citizens of the neighborhood. and organized in the 
interests of honesty and decency, would make the 
corrupt boss an impoesibility. :

He has ney 
private vices, and his domestic life is simple and pure, 
Without intellectual endowment of an exceptional kind, he 
ig intelligent, well read and well traveled, and the only time 
he was ever in personal danger of his life was during his 
tour through Japan. 

His majesty has quickness of perception, sensibility and 
taste; but it Is not so certain that his mind is of the kind 
which can master all the details and aspects of a compli- 
cated question. In discussing a political problem with a 
man, for example, like Bismarck, he would have been as 
clay in the hands of the potter. To him ts not the big, all- 
embracing brain or the scientific and historical imagination. 
He sees clearly enough, perhaps, within his horizon, but 
there Is nothing to show that this is of any great range.

Eaeh vear the collected statistics of the dead and 
wounded rival the harvest of a war between great nations 
In 1902 the injured number 64,662 and the killed 8500. Thjnk 
of it. Men, women and children, enough to people such a 
city as Wilmington, stricken down. because somebody makes 
a mistake. In 1895 passenger travel was only five-sixths as 
heavy as it Is today, but the list.of killed and wounded was 
little more than half so great as the holocaust of last year. 
With each accident the neighboring community is aroused 
When an attempt is made to indict, directors or a president, 
the public smiles, and the cynicism is justified. Yet in nine 
cases out of ten the fault is due to incompetency tolerated, if 
not countenanced, by those in authority.

Ip 
railroading as in war, inefficiency is a crime, and as the 
general is absolutely responsible for his command, the pres- 
ident and directors must made to answer to the public.

Sugar Will Be Made, Rice Grown and 
Threshed in the Exhibit 
Spaces. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 5.—Commission- 
er Stubbs of Louisiana has completed ar- 
rangements for all the exhibits to be made 
by Loutslana at the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition in St. Louis. He says: “A fea- 
ture will be a ficld of. growing cane, with 
negroes cutting and the loader loading’ the 
cane into the cars. This will be mate o? 
wax. A fine locomotive will haul these 
ears to the sugar house, 


FIELD CANE 


where an un- 
loader and cane feeder will deposit it upon 
the carrier of a first-class mill and shred- 
der. In. the rear of the mixer we have 
erystalizers, and in the rear of the crys- 
talizers we have granulators. In addition 
to this, we have five small barrels of 
sugar and 10 small barrels of molasses. 
Added to this are growing cane, large sam- 
ples of every kind of sugar and molasses 
sold on the Sugar Exch&nge,. together with 
large, handsome cones of white sugar, and 
the products of sugar, such as candy, va- 
rious kinds of alcohol, vinegar and pre- 
serves. Besides this, there is a complete 
luboratory outfit, carrying some 10 varie- 
ties of cane, well preserved In jars, with 
all our laboratory and.sugar house prod- 
ucts, fertilizers, soils and re-agents used 
in the sugar house. You can well see by 
this that our sugar exhibit will be an at- 
traction that, to use the words of Gen. 
Brant, who ‘saw everything here the other 
night, has never before been seen in the 
world’s history. 

“Our rice exhibit {s no less complete. 
We havea rice fleld. showing the piows 
breaking the land. a plat with harrows 
at work, a mode drill which the manu- 
fecturer says cost him $700, and which 
is shown putting tn the rice. A har- 
vester and a thresher are shown har- 
vesting and threshing the staple. There 
will be a large number of small sacks 
of rice in the rough, together with a 
field of rice growing, which {s made of 
wax, and over this field there is an ex- 
cellent pumping plant. with an engine 
running, pumping the water into a 
canal, and irrigating the field. It is one 
of the most perfect models I ever saw. 
In the rear of this we have a complete 
rice mill three stories high, with nice 
little electric bulbs inside to shdw) the 
whole machinery in motion. Besides this 
we have a warehouse, Failroad depot, a 
beautiful locomotive made by the Mode! 
Works of this city, which is shown 
hauling rice from the warehouse to the 
mill. All of this. added to the large ex- 
hibit of three varieties cf rice in the sneaf 
and of three varieties In the rough 
grain, and all the manufactured and by- 
products that can be, obtained, and you 
can see what an exhibit we really have. 

“Everything has also been arranged 
for an exceilent cotton exhibit. There 
will be machinery for ginning and 
pressing it, an oll mill complete, the 
spindles and shuttles and looms from 
this city, together with the manufac- 
tured products... We_shall have a King 
Cotton, 10 feet high, mounted upon 
twenty-odd .bales f cotton, covered 
with silk and bo with brass bands. 
besides all of the™tmall bales and raw 
seed cotton that all are familiar with 
in our former expositions. 

“Il have consummated every effort that 
I designed in the beginning, except a 
statue of J.ot's wife, which Gen. Myles 
will futnish shortly. ; 

“Mr. Frasch, at the sulphur mines, is 
buildng a model of Cleopatra’s needle, 12 
feet high, 3% inches square at the base, 
and 24 inches at the top. He is working 
this into ore mold. He is also making a 
number of blocks of sulphur, 12 by 12 and 
12 bq 8, for the purpose of inclosing a por- 
tion of our exhibit of mines and minerals 
with a wall made of these blocks. 
sulphur devil has already been completed. 
“We have collected raw oil from 36 wells 
in the state, together with 12. refined 
samples of these oils which were given 
us by the oil refinery. 

“We have coal, a dozen or more blocks 
of marble nicely jrolished. salt, iron ore, 
sandstone, ‘green sand marl and briek for 
our mineral exhibit. ; 

“In the Transportation building we shail 
have eight or nine shipr, 12 feet long, 
which will be models of those running from 
New Orleans to foreign ports, besides five 
of those (©f the earliest time, two of 
them siulingships, one a_ sidewheel steam- 
er of the time of the civil war. There will 
be prefaced by a big flatboat made of 
papier mache, with 16 negroes pulling the 
oars whilé the boat moves down the river. 
All of this will represent transportation 

wst and preseuvt on the Mississippi river. 
ncluding the boats will, of course, be Mis- 
Sissipp river steamboats, 

“We have a magnificent collection of hor- 
ticulture. Then there is the Cuibildo filled 
with antique furniture, and with a minia- 
ture Jackson €Equare in front.

By sheer weight of men and guns, if 
nothing else, when the proper time arrives 
Russia counts on overwhelming the Jap- 
anese and rolling them back through Corea. 
It is realized that the vastness of the the- 
ater of wall will make the protection of the 
railroad the sole means for the transporta- 
tion of troops and supplies from Europe, 
one of the most difficult phases of the Rus- 
sian military problem.

Despondent over his threatened death 
from heart disease, which he believed 
would be a résult of dancing, Arthur Ad- 
ler, Jr., aged 23, committed suicide by 
shooting himself Saturday afternoon at his 
home, South, Race street, Belleville.

“St. Louis, Mo., March 4, 1904. 
“BE. Y. Webb, M. C., Washington, D. C.: 

“Dear Mr. Webb—In Washington dis- 
patches this morning you are reported as 
having read to the House of Representa- 
tives a letter from ex-President Cleveland 
in which that gentleman shows his uniform 


friendship for the negro. a 

“Jt is not desired here to speak of Mr. 
Cleveland's letter, further than to say that 
his treatment of the negro during both his 
administrations is everywhere appreciated 
by my people as having been fair and eon- 
Siderate, as has been all his utterances 
relative to that race since his return to 
private life. You are reported to have said 
in your comment upon said letter, ‘He 
never by word or act encouraged the dream 
of social equality in the breast of the 
black man.’ It is upon that remark by 
you that I am basing this open letter. The 
negro of America treasures in his heart no 
silly dreams of social equality. He, like 
all other classes, knows that a law higher 
than human regulates imperatively the s8o- 
cial relations of the human family. 

“To my mind, it is of no consequence 
with whom any gentleman of high or low 
distinction may prefer to break bread. Or 
whether or not he elects to go altogether 
without eating dinner, or whether he eats 
it alone, or takes his meals in company 
with persons of his own selection.

A ayndicate is in process of formation 
for the acquisition of all the ground of the 
Park View Realty and Improvement Co., 
consisting of about 80 acres lying immedi- 
ately west Of Skinker road, between the 
Colorado tracks and Kingsbury banlevard. 
The deal is being promoted by the McCor- 
mick, Kilgen & Rule Real Dstate Co., and, 
according to an officer of that company, 
is practically completed. 

The price is withheld, but it is under- 
stood that the Park View company will 
come out of the deal with a comfortable 
balance, the transaction ranking with the 
Jargest in vacant property of the last de- 
cade.

NEW YORK, March 
Post, in its Wall setreet 
says: 

Numerous announcements, 
of the present week, have made itself plain 
that the railway corporations were knock- 
ing again at the doors of banking institu, 
tions; that the bank statement of $9,700,000 
increase in loans need have caused no sur- 
prise. This loan account had been increas- 
ing for*two weeks, which is fairly long for 
companies with notes which they wish to 
discount to hold off. The New York Cen- 
tral and the Burlington have had to raise 
some $10,000,000 between them, and what 
other companies are in a similar situation 
may be left to the imagination. But the 
bank statement, though the increase in 
loans entailed a decrease in surplus re 
serves, none the less makes an extremely 
good showing as compared with this date 
in other years. The surplus left, after the 
$2,200,000 decrease of the week, is the largest 
reported in the opening week of March 
since 1897. That is to say, of course, the

ST. PETERSBURG, March 5.—The Czar has ap- 
proved a gigantic project for a canal to connect the 
Black sea with the Baltic. The course would be 
190 miles long and the.cost is estimated at $40,- 
000,000. " 

The plan is to follow the Dwina river until! near 
the swamps at its headwaters. then dig through the 
forests of Minsk to the headwaters of the Dnieper. 

It will be a far greater undertaking than was the 
Raltic canal dug by Germany, but the reasons for it 
are similar. 

The principal object talked about is to develop 
trade and save the enormous cost of shipping over 
the roundabovt way through the North sea, Atlantic 
and Mediterranean

Disguised as a hunter, Charlies J. Schu- 
macher, one of the shrewdest and bravest 
of the Pinkertons, located Rudolph and his 
partner, George Collins, a month later, in 
a shanty near Stanton, Mo. 

In the enstiing fight Schumacher was 
shot to death by Collins and Rudolph, who 
again escaped. Trailing them with the 
pereistence of bloodhounds the detectives 
again located the two men 'in Hartford, 
Conn. Collinge was arrested without resist- 

, but it was only after a terr'fic fight 
Rudolph that he was subdued by 
George 8S. Dougherty, one of the 
powerful men in the Pinkerton serv- 

ice 

Handcuffed -to the detectives, the prison- 
ers were taken to St. Louis and imprisoned 
in the Four Courts. Two months later, 
during a fight which was improvised for 
the occasion between two prisoners, Ru- 


jumped from there to the jail yard, 2 
feet further. He then ran through the 
jailer's house into the street and made his 
escape. 

Again the detective agency was instruct- 
ed by the American Bankers’ Association 
to go ahead and epare no expense in the 
search for the murderer. 

Then queer things began to come to light. 
Two prisoners named Walsh and Cody had 
started the fight in the Four Courts jail. 
During their examination Cody had been 
heard to say that Rudolph was a ‘‘John 
Yegse”’ and that none of the “Yeggs* would 
go back on him. 

The P'mkertons speedily proceeded to 
verify what they had suspected all along, 
that the “Vesggs'’ were a sort of Masonic 
order of thieves and burglars and that their 
operations extended from Maine to Califor- 
nian and from Texas to Manitoba. 

Mach band had a ‘John Yess.” or leader. 
and the members were sworn to stand by 
each other to the death. 

The Pinkertons began operations by send- 
ing out hundreds of their men disguised as 
tramps. in this way every railroad of 
consequence in the United States and Cana- 
da was “hoboed"’ In detective parlance. 

In the hunt for Rudolph, Pinkerton men

Gradually from various parts of the coun- 
try the reports of the men began to drift 
into headquarters. 

From these reports the following facts 
were gathered: 

The “Yeggs'’ were originated some years 
ago by a tramp burglar named John Yea- 
ger, whose band robbed and burglarized 
along the length of the Reading railroad. 


Their numbers increased and their opers- 
tions extended from railroud to ratliroad 
and from state to state until they had put 
the regular city burglars out of business. 

They formulated a code of Manual Signs, 
a code of signals and a thieves’ jargon, 
which even a city burglar cannot unriddle. 

To them the detectives are known as 
“Railroad Bulle.”’.When they break open a 
cash drower they “ft a chip.” When they 
are scared away from a job they “get 
rumble." A man with whiskers is referred 
to as having “woods.” They refer to 
breaking open cases in freight cars as 
“weeding the freight.” 

The discovery and arrest of Fudeoinen had

In Feudal Days They Were Trained 
in the Use of Weapons and the 
Present Generation is Brave and 
Patriotic by - Blood-Inheritance. 


oulbreak of the Chinese war, and advices 
from Japan state that the number of wom- 
en volunteering to go to the front as nurses 
today is greater than in 1895, But the 
women who stay at home are not lacking 
in patriotic devotion. 

There is an anecdote concerning the 
mother of the heroic Commander Saka- 
moto, who was killed on the bridge of his 
ship, the Akagi, at the battle of Yalu, 
which shows how the spirit of patriotism 
flames in the hoarts of Japanese women. 

An official of the navy department called 
cn the family of the naval officer to con- 
as delicately as possible, the news of 
his death. Having communicated his tid- 
ings to a mémber of the family, he was 
about to depart, when the shoji slid open 
softly and the aged mother of the dead 
commander staggered into the room. 

She had been an accidental eavesdropper 
and had heard all. Trembling with emo- 
tion she bowed low to the visiting officer 
and sald: 

‘Tell the Emperor I rejoice that a son 
of mine has been able to be of some service 
to him.” 

Some Japanese women refused to weep 
over their dead, because it was considered 
disloyal to the Mikado to weep for those 

who had had the honor to die fighting fo for 


vey, 
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him. When a wife or a mother heard that 
a husband or a son had been killed in bat- 
tle, the first expression uttered was 
knowledgment of the honor conferred ur 
hef tiy the gods in being bereaved for the 
cause of the Emperor. 

To the western mind such patriotism ap- 
penrs to be fantastic and hard to under- 
stand. In the light of Japanese history 
it does not seem so strange. 

The spirit of patriotism in the Japanese 
women of the present generation ts the out- 
growth of ages of feudalism. The loyaity 
and devotion which the women of past 
generations gave to their feudal family 
head are in the present generation given 
the Mikado. 

In time of war the Empress of Japan sets 
an exarnple for ali the women of the coun- 
by her activities in behaif of ail those 
who are suffering or in distress. She may 
be seen frequently visiting the great mili- 
tary hospitals, accompanied Sy 4 party of 
court ladies and noblemen’s Wives. 

Following the example of the Empress. 
all the great ladies of Tokio poctely do 
what they can to relieve the distress ani 
ruffering that inevitably follow war. There 
in no class of women that does not con- 
tribute something to this cause; even those 
vatbedien the geishas. and the unhappy 
creatures Yoshiwaras give their 
share. 

It is not only the women of the samurai! 
class who show passionate patriotism in 
wartime. All classes of society are repre- 
sented in the modern Japanese army, and 
the peasant woman has given proof that 
she is quite as devoted to the Mikado as 


the samurai lady.
